LONDON, April 2 6 ,- Rus-I 
sia announced today that it 
will lift its blockade of Ber­ 
lin as soon as a fourpower 
conference on Germany is 
scheduled. 
The announcem ent came in the 
form of a news story by Tass, the 
official Soviet 
News agency and 
was considered a substantial re ­ 
treat from Russia’s previous posi­ 
tion.

The Tass story said that the U. S. 
had private talks at Lake Success 
ending April 10. that the Soviets 
were 
withdrawing 
their demand 
th at the eastern mark be estab­ 
lished as B erlin’s sole currency be­ 
fore the blockade is lilted. 
It was this demand which United 
Nations neutrals tried vainly to 
compromise, and which has been 
one of the chief stumbling blocks 
to East-West agreement. 
Informal Conversations 
Tass said that the informal So- 
viet-American conversations were 
based on Soviet Prem ier Stalin’s 
historic 
reply to four questions 
subm itted by Kingsbury Smith. E u­ 
ropean general m anager of In ter­ 
national News Service. 
Stalin wrote Smith, on Jan. 27. 
that Russia would lift the blockade 
If the west agreed to withhold es­ 
tablishm ent of a separate west G er­ 
m an government pending a big- 
four meeting on the G erm an prob­ 
lem as a whole. 
Observers rem arked at the tim e i 
that Stalin’s note made no mention 
of the troublesome question of Ber­ 
lin ’s currency. 
On Feb. 15. Tass said, U. S. am ­ 
bassador at large Philip C. Jessup 
approached Soviet United Nations 
delegate Jacob Malik and asked 
for an explanation of why Stalin 
failed 
to 
mention 
the 
currency 
question. 
“Not Accidentai" 
Malik, said Tass, told Jessup that 
the absence of any reference to the

April 26.— (INS)— An 
8,000-ton British cruiser was or­ 
dered to race to the Far East to­ 
day and oth er British ships, in­ 
cluding aircraft carriers, were re­ 
portedly alerted to reinforce the 
British fleet off the coast of war- 
stricken China.

SPECULATION ON 
SOVIET “ FEELERS” 


WASHINGTON, April 26. 
-•(IN S ) — The U n i t e d 
States, Britain and France 
indicated determination to­ 
day to proceed with creation 
of a western German govern­ 
ment despite reported Rus 
sian overtures to lift the 
Berlin blockade. 
The big three published a series 
of agreem ents on 
western 
G er­ 
many reached earlier this month 
by 
Secretary 
of State 
Acheson, 
British Foreign Secretary Bevin, 
and French Foreign M inister Schu- 
man. 
This move came as the official 
Soviet news agency. Tass, said that 
Russia has agreed to lift the Ber­ 
lin blockade if the western pow­ 
ers will set a date for a big four 
foreign m inisters’ meeting on the 
entire Germ an question. 
Seek To Halt Move 
Some observers speculated that 
the Soviet overtures were designed 
primarily to discourage the politi­ 
cal developm ent of the western 
zones.

than fem ales, according to statis­ 
tician'- of the M etropolitan Life 
Insurance com pany, who point out 
that fatal accidents are 2 3 tim es 
as frequent am ong m ales as among 
fem ales. 
In 
the 
latest 
year for 
which 
detailed 
inform ation 
is 
available, th e accident death rate 
for w hite m ales was 97.7 per 100,- 
000 and for white fem ales 42.8. 
The difference is attrib u ted by j 
the 
statisticians 
to 
"generally 
g reater 
venturesom eness, 
and 
g reater exposure to rL k in o c cu -; 
pat ion. sports and recreation on 
the p art of the m ale of the spe­ 
cies." 
Shows in First Year 
A higher incidence of accidental 
death am ong m ales shows itself 
even in the first year of life, when 
the ration is about one th ird g reat­ 
e r for boy babies than for girl 
babies, 
and 
increases 
steadily 
throughout 
th e school ages and 
early adult life. The difference is 
at its peak at ages 20 to 24, w here 
the ratio is m ore than six to one. 
T hrough 
the school 
ages and 
early adult life, the higher m or­ 
tality am ong m ales is accounted 
for largely by m otor vehicle acci­ 
dents, drow ning, firearm s accident 
and air transportation accidents. 
At the w orking ages, occupation­ 
al hazards become an im portant 
factor. 
S tartin g at about age 21 the gap 
betw een m ale and fem ale accident 
deaths closes steadily w ith advance 
in age until, at ages 75 and over, 
the situation reverses and the m ale 
rate is som ew hat the lower. The 
statisticians suggest th at this may 
be due to the probability th at aged 
m en lead a m ore sedentary life 
than 
wom en, 
who 
even 
at 
ad­ 
vanced ages are likely to take an 
active p art in running the house­ 
hold. 
Greatest Difference 
T he greatest difference in the 
vulnerability of m ales as com pared 
with fem ales, is in occupational ac­ 
cidents, 
which 
are very 
largely 
am ong m ales. A gricultural and air 
transport accident fatalities show 
a ratio of m ore than 13 to 1, rail­ 
road accidents about 9 to 1, fire­ 
arm s and drow ning about 6 to 1, 
and m otor vehicle deaths 3Ms to 1. 
"N ationw ide attention has been 
directed to industrial accidents by 
the p resid en t’s recent conference 
on industrial safety,” the statisti­ 
cians note. “The m ajor objective 
of the conference was to intensify 
the national cam paign against oc­ 
cupational accidents. This should 
provide a stim ulus to reduce the 
heavy loss of life and lim b from 
accidents, particularly am ong men, 
w'here the problem is so largely 
concentrated,’

Mrs. FDR Censures 
Soviets Refusal Of 
Visas For Wives 


Rebuked Soviet (’nion In UN For 
Not Letting Russian Wives 
Join Husbands Abroad

FLUSHING MEADOW S, N Y , 
April 26.—Mrs Franklin D Roose­ 
velt rebuked the Soviet Union in 
the United Nations Monday for re­ 
fusing to permit Russian wives of 
foreigners to join their husband- 
abroad. 
In addressing the 58-nation as­ 
sembly. reconvened after a week 
of committee di-mi-sions at Flush­ 
ing Meadows. Mrs. Roosevelt said 
the United States firml> supports 
a Chilean resolution which cen­ 
sures the Russians for not allow­ 
ing their native women to accom­ 
pany foreign husbands out of Rus­ 
sia. 
Mrs. Roosevelt, one of the five 
key delegates on the American 
team, said the case is one of "de­ 
taining people in a country against 
their will apparently because they 
happen to be married to persons of 
a certain nationality." 
Regretfully Reports 
Mrs. Roosevelt ‘‘regretfully” re­ 
ported that since the general as­ 
sem bly’s Paris session “there has 
been no change in Soviet policy 
with respect to the 65 Soviet hus­ 
bands and the 350 Soviet wives of 
American citizens who have ex­ 
pressed their desire to leave the 
U.S.S R. in order to live with their 
spouses.” 
She added: 
"My government knows of no 
Soviet law or regulation prohibit­ 
ing the issuance of exit visas to 
the Soviet wives of foreigner* " 
She alluded indirectly to current 
allegations in the U n'ted States 
that Russia is spreading a network 
of Communist agents into foreign 
countries. 
The form er first lady 
said:

"My government feels that as a 
m atter of self-preservation, it can­ 
not admit aliens who would he like­ 
ly to advocate the overthrow of 
the U. S. government by force or 
violence or who would be expected 
to act as agents of an unfriendly 
foreign government."

‘‘As far as we can tell, the Soviet 
government since 1947 has adopted 
an arbitrary policy of refusing 
exit visas to Soviet women m arried 
to American citizens; although, ac­ 
cording to available information, 
Soviet wives of some foreigners, 
who are nationals or neighboring 
eastern European countries, have 
received exit visas since that tim e.”

on a conspiracy charge but simply 
on the charge that the companies 
violated the law* by using a uni­ 
form pricing system.
